tish Empire Producers’ Organiza- 
tion. 
The British Empire Producers’ 


Organization is given an opportun 
ity in this letter of approving of one 
or a number of suggested marks 
“Tf,” it is set forth, “acceptance of 
the general principle of the utility 
and value of such a mark by repre: 
sentative organizations in different 
parts of the Empire can be obtain 
ed and some one mark approved 
for voluntary use by bona fide pro 
ducers and manufacturers in the 
British Empire, it is readily conceiv- 
able that it would find willing anu 
general support. In additioh, its pro- 
per use would tend to obviate nu- 
t™merous irritations between  differ- 
ent Empire countries and prevent 
some future irritations such as 
should not permanently exist be 
tween countries standing in mater 
nal or sororal relationships to one 
another.” 

The matter of a mark of origin 
on British goods is one not only of 
a good deal of interest to Canadian 
business men but also to the great 
army of consumers, who are becom: 
ing increasingly discriminating in 
their purchases, Regina Daily 
Post.

Men have always been interested 
in what their brothers in the ani- | 
raal family think about and how 
their minds work. Many books, fic- 
tion and fact, have been written on 
the subject. All sorts of animai 
stories, from the Jungle Books and! 
“The Call of the Wild” to “Lady| 
Into Fox” and “Bambi,” find cager 
readers. Alfred Poizat in the Revue! 
Bleue, has written an interesting | 
article, “Reflections on the Mind of} 
Beasts and the Human Mind.” Any} 
dog, he says, has a clear concep- 
tion of what his mission on earth is 
—to attach himself to the mastet 
that destiny has given him, to guard 
him and his house, to follow him in 
his walks, his hunts or his wars. 
He is even keen enough to discern 
who is the real master in a house. 
If he sees that the man is not, he 
gives his allegiance to the mistress, 
in order that the proper discipline 
of the house may not be challenged. 

When animals display such a high 
grade of intelligence, it seems 
strange to many that they shoula 
not be able to talk. M. Poizat rather 
asks, “Why should they talk?” Put 
yourself, says he, in the place of a 
dog. A cry of joy, a groan, a shout 
of alarm, more or less intense, more 
or less prolonged-—doesn't that cov- 
vey all that is necessary in most 
cuses? To be vigilant, to learn the 
meaning of every change of expres- 
sion, of every slightest inflection, is 
enough to give the dog a thorough 
understanding of his master. He 
has no need for words. Moreover, 
the technical business of dissociat- 
ing an action from the being who/| 
performs it is beyond him, To dis- 
tinguish the verb from the subject 
is more than he can manage. It 
would be interesting to know what 
the master of Fellow—the dog 
which boasts vocabulary of 140 
words—would have to say to this. 

While the French writer displays 
a friendly sympathy for all dumb 
animals, and quotes cases of the 
loyalty and devotion of cats, dogs, 
deer and rabbits, he apparently has 
no fondness for monkeys. Every- 
thing about the monkey, “thanks to 
his unhappy genius for imitation, 
becomes a__irihorrid buffoonery 
which is a perpetual derision of 
man and of his most noble senti- 
ments.” Monkeys are not liked by 
other animals, The creatures 
which are most attracted to man 
show the greatest repugnance for 
the monky tribe.

beginning of the year, increasing 
attention is being paid to the pro- 
blems of mental hygiene by Do- 
minion and provincial governments 
and by social welfare organiza- 
ations. 

It is estimated that were all per- 
sons in need of mental treatment 
attended to there would be 25,000} 
more in institutions than there are 
The humber actually under treat- 


| ment is limited only by the capacity 


of hospitais and the funds available. 
As it is, the bed-space of mental 
hospitals in Canada exceeds that of 
the general hospitals. 

During the past year several im- 
portant steps have been taken in 
connection with mental hygiene 
work . The Lady Willingdon fund 
for research has reached $750,000, 
of which $500,000 has been contrib- 
uted by governments and _ individ- 
uals in Canada, and $150,000 by the 
Laura Spellman Rockefeller Memor- 
ial Foundation. All of this fund is 
tu be spent on research within the 
next five years. 

The province of Saskatchewan 
this year established the first gov- 
ernment department of mental hy- 
giene under the department ot 
health. This department in addi- 
tion to administration, is carrying 
on research work in co-operation 
with the University of Saskatch- 
ewan at Saskatoon, 

Mental hygiene work in Canada 
received a stimulus during the year 
from the report of a royal commis- 
sion, appointed by the British Co- 
umbia government to study the 
matter, recommending a very pro- 
gressive program, 

A similar commission, composed 
of Dr. C. M. Hincks and Dr. C. B. 
Farrar, is now conducting an inves- 
tigation for the province of Alberta. 
The Alberta legislature at the 1928 
session took the advanced step of 
enacting the first sterilization law 
in Canada, It provides for sterili- 
zation of mentally deficient persons; 
who may be discharged from insti- 
tutions.

The Mystery Of Mars 

on Observatory Studied This! 

Planet During Recent 
“Opposition” 

Probably no heavenly body has 
aroused the interest and imagina- 
tion of the public at large so much 
as the planet Mars. Popular inter- 
est in this planet has dated from 
the discovery of the so-called ‘“ca- 
nals,” and every twenty-six months, 
when the earth and Mars approach 
to within a relatively short distance 
of each other, this interest wells up 
anew. At the 1928 “opposition,” as 
it is called, the closet approach oc- 
curred on December 15, at a dis- 
lance of about 54 million miles. For 
some considerable time before and 
after that date the planet was in a 
favourable position for observation. 
It is best observed in low latitudes, 
where it culminates near the zenith. 
At Ottawa the planet is somewhat 
too far south for the best condi- 
tions, but the Dominion Observa- 
tory devoted some time to its study 
during the recent “opposition.” 

Seen through a powerful telescope 
under good atmospheric conditions 
many varfed and some puzzling fea- 
tures can be seen by a keen-eyed 
observer, The most conspicuous of 
these are the vast “desert” areas 
which cover by far the greater part 
of the planet’s surface, and whose 
reddish-yellow colour gives it its 
characteristic ruddy hue. Next come 
the “blue-green” areas, whose color 
is quite probably due to vegetation. 
Those blue-green areas which belt 
the planet north and south of the 
equator, wax and wane in visibility 
with the martian seasons, changing 
from a fresh green in the spring to 
@ brownish chocolate in the winter; 
the analogy with earthly conditions| 
is obvious. It was once thought that | 
these tracts were seas, and they are |

Schiaparelli, the 
discoverer of these markings, took 
them to be straits, or channels, con- 
necting the seas, and applied the 
Italian word for such formations to 
them, The word “canals” at once 
brings thoughts of man-made wa-| 
terways and this, along with the}

ligent creatures, has been one of the 
principal causes of popular interest 
in this neighboring world. Professor 
Lowell's views have made some

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Increased Fertility 
Of Soil 


Of Honolulu Sugar Plantor 
Promises To Be Important 


Whether or not Doctor Malthus 
enunciated a great truth when he 
said that population always tended 
to increase to the very limits of 
subsistence, man, by means of scien- 
tific discovery, ingenuity and observ- 
ation, is continually extending these 
limits and so postponing at least the 
evil day that Malthus foresaw. 

The latest expedient for increasing 
the fertility of the soil comes to us 
from the Hawaiian Islands, and it ig 
one of the most curious of all man's 
achievements in that direction. It 
appears that a sugar planter of 
Honolulu, Mr. Charles F, Eckart, was 
the original experimenter, who had 
the idea of using heavy strips of pa- 
per between the rows of cane as a 
kind of mulch. The thing really 
worked; he got a much larger crop 
of sugar than he had ever got before. 
Then some of his neighbors caught 
the idea and began to try it, in their 
pineapple fields—with even greater 
success. Of course our Department of 
Agriculture heard of it—it hears 
everything that is being done any- 
where in the interest of farming— 
and it began to experiment still fur- 
ther with the scheme. 

On the department farms at Ar- 
lington, Virginia, a number of ordin- 
ary garden crops were planted be- 
tween strips of heavy black mulch 
paper. The results were astounding. 
Cucumbers so treated increased their

| yield 500 per cent., beets 400 per cent., 
| green beans 150 per cent., sweet 


corn and potatoes 75 per cent. Cot- 
ton also responded to the experiment 
and produced almost a double crop. 
Here apparently is something that 
farmers and market gardeners ought 
to know about. With almost no trou- 
ble, they may be able to come near 
doubling their production of veget- 
ables, and perhaps of other crops. 

Altogether a most interesting dis- 
covery, this, and one that promises 
to be of real importance.

Landing Device 
For Planes 


Matter Is Occupying the Attention 
Of the Government 


The construction of an_ eflicient 
landing device for planes, combining 
| skis and wheels, is ocupying the at- 
tention of governemnt aeronautical 
engineers. Several forms are now 
heing tested at Ottawa, but it is ad- 
mitted that the problem is still un- 
solved, 

The difficulty is one that. is pecu- 
liar to Canada, air officials stated 
today. Airplanes frequently take off 
at one point, using wheels and on 
arrival at the end of a few hundred 
miles’ trip find it extremely difficult 
to land without skis. Air mail 
flights between Toronto, Montreal 
and the Maritimes are particularly 
affected. 


Marking Historic Sites 


| eR, 
Cairns and Tablets Commemorate 
Early Events and Persons 

The National Parks Branch of the 
Department of the Interior, on the 
recommendation of the Historic 
| Sites and Monuments Board of Can- 
ada, carried out considerable work 
during last summer in marking’ his- 
toric sites of national importance, in 
;commemorating the public services 
of a nunsber of outstanding person- 
ages, and in preservation work on 
certain historic ruins, Twenty-two 
historic sites or places commemora- 
tive of historic events were marked 
throughout the Dominion. Cairns 
and memorials carrying bronze tab- 
lets were erected in Nova _ Scotia, 
| Quebec, Manitoba, Alberta and Bri- 
tish Columbia, while tablets were 
affixed to the walls of public build- 
ings or to pillars in public places in 
the provinces of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, Mani- 
toba and British Columbia. 

In addition to the marking of 
these sites and places, considerable 
preservation work was done on the 
ruined walls of old Fort Chambly, 
and to several massive stone struc- 
tures at Fort Lennox, both in Que 
bec. The major portion of the 
original lands comprising the site of 
Fort Louishourg, Cape Breton, No- 
va Scotia were acquired with a view 
to future development of this site 
as a national historic park.

Hon..J. D. MacLean 
Appointed Federal 
Farm Loan Commissioner 


Ottawa—Hon. J. D. MacLean, 
former premier and minister of fin- 
ance of British Columbia, has been 
appointed federal farm loan commis- 
sioner to administer the act provid- 
ing for long-term mortgage credit 
for farmers. 

In making the announcement, Hon. 
J. A. Robb, minister of finance said: 

“The appointment is one where the 
office sought the man and not the 
man the position. It was desirable 
that the commissioner have a broad 
knowledge of Canadian conditions, 
also an understanding of provincial 
finances. The latter is important as 
the act provides for contributions by 
both the Dominion and _ provincial 
governments. In the person of Doc- 
tor MacLean these qualities are to 
be found in large degree, and the 
office was tendered to him. He ac- 
cepted and is now on his way east.” 

The minister added that it was an- 
ticipaetd that the Dominion organiz- 
ation in Ottawa would not be large, 
as the act provides that subsidiary 
boards be established to function 
within various provincial bounds, and 
the operations of these organizations 
will be one of the questions to be 
discussed by the Farm Loan Board, 
the chairman of which is the Minis- 
ter of Finance. Provinces which have 
passed the necessary enabling legis- 
lation are: Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, Quebec, Manitoba, Alberta and 
British Columbia. 


Cold Hits Southern Europe 


Virst Heavy Storm Of Winter Cause

This city added some 80,- 
000 to its official population at the 
last stroke of 12, The hitherto sep- 
arate municipalites of Point Grey 
and Vancouver South merged with 
Vancouver proper to form one merto-| 
polis with a populaiton of 220,883, | 
according to figures drawn up in &| 
survey completed in December, 1927 

A local directory, however, places 
the total population at 277,680. Ac- 
cording to the lower estimate, Van- 
couver brought in a population of 
142,150, South Vancouver 45,500, ana 
Point Grey, 33,233.

Sold Into Slavery 
Chinese Women and Girls Sold, Ow- 
ing To Famine Conditions 

Peking.—The Rev. F. J. Griffith, of 
the Church of England mission at 
Tatungfu, in the province of Shansi, 
has reported to the international 
famine relief that more than 17,000 
women and girls of the new province 
of Sulyan have been sold because of} 
famine destitution. 

“Many villages have been stripped | 
of women and girls who were sold| 
into slavery,” he reported. More than 
17,000 have passed through the Yen- 
men Pass, the main highway into In- | 
ner Shansi, and were sold for approx- | 
imately $100,000 gold.” 

Brigands were active, he said, add- 
|ing to the destitution by capturing | 
a caravan of a thousand camels load- | 

ed with rice for the famine-stricken | 
people.

To Preserve Niagara Falls 
Treaty Is Signed Between Canada 


and United States 


Ottawa, Ont.—The construction of 
remedial works in the Niagara River 
designed to distribute the water so 
as to ensure at all times unbroken 
crestlines on both Canadian, and 
American Falls, is provided for in a 
treaty between Canada and United 
States which was signed at the office 
of the Prime Minister here. 

In addition to providing for the 
construction of these works, provis- 
ion is also made that each country 
may divert an additional 10.000 cu- 
bic feet of water per second for pow- 
er purposes. These diversions will 
be permitted only “during the winter 
or non-tourist season, beginning on 
the first day of October and ending 
on the 31st day of March of the fol- 
lowing year.”

regulates those relationships which 
are the concern of the whcle. 

It might seem to a superficial view 
that the British Empire had _ heen 
weakened by these changes which 
have been brought about in its in-} 
ternal relationship during the reign 


of King George, but in reality it has; as much as possible. 


been immeasurably — strengthened. 
“The second empire,” the Disraelian 
ideal of a superstate, was obviously] 
and rightly unworkable in modern] 
conditions, and as each dominion in-| 
creased in power and prestige, as 
each part of the empire evolved to 
complete nationhood, the strain of 
its relationship with the mother 
country would sooner or later have 
brought the whole fabric to collapse 

But in the third empire there can 
be no such friction, for the domin- 
ions are no longer, in fact or in 
theory, under the tutelage of the} 
mother country. Each nation in the 
Eritish Commonwealth of Nations is 
the equal in status of the other, and 
there is no longer any prospect of 
the collapse of the empire, since the 
potential causes of such a collapse 
have been removed. 

And if the ideas implicit in the 
British Commonwealth of Nations 
mean greater security for the Bri- 
tish Empire they mean equally great- 
er security for the peace of the 
world. In the days when the British 
Empire straddled the globe as the 
personal appendage, more or less, of 
the United Kingdom, it was inevit- 
ably the object of suspicion or envy 
on the part of other nations. 

But today the empire is no longer 
simply a piece of real estate on an 
unprecedented scale; it is a league of 
nations, bound together by the ties 
cf language, of common outlook and 
traditidn and by self-interest. 

Fifty years ago, perhaps, the Bri- 
tish Empire might be regarded as a 
menace to the peace of the world, 
but today it gives the world the ex- 
ample of half-a-dozen great and 
powerful nations pursuing peaceabty 
their peaceful ends without war and 
without even the possibility of war 
between them.—Richard Law in the 
New York Herald Tribune.

The seleetion of wheat for 
seed purpesen ia an extremely 
importonk Pretor in the swocesr 
of harventing »® good erop, ft 
naturally tollowse that if poor 
need is sown an inferior erop 
will be harvested, By poor 
eced ix meeont a seed lot con. 
taining disensed and diseulored 
kernels in qurutities large en. 
ough to exhibit a detrimental 
effeet in the viger of the wheat 
during the growing seneon, and 
a cut in yield when the crop 
is harverted, 

A very common type of dis- 
eased kernel! is one which is 
blackened, There are two typ. 
es of blackened kernels; one in 
which the tip of the germ end 
is inky black, and in the other 
the blackening is evident st 
different places on the reed 
coat xs well as at the germ end. 
In the first case bneterin are 
frequently the cnure, while in 
the second, fanui, which cause 
root and foot rots of cereals are 
very often prasent. If blacken. 
ed kernels mre present to any 
marked extent in wheat which 
is to be used fur seed, thea seed 
should not be sown, Very often 
these kernels are shrivelled and 
lightin weight and may he re- 
moved hy the repeated use of 
the fanning mill, On the other 
hand many of them areas large 
and almost as heavy sa the 
healthy kernels, and eannat be 
separated in this way.
